Sarah R. Bruton was the widow of Benjamin Bruton, not George Jr; it 
was 
Harriet C. Moncrief, born 29 Aug 1799 (REF: Bruton Bible Records from 
Manning Papers) who married not Charles Dewitt, son of James and 
Sarah, but 
his son, Charles Dewitt JR, as it was Charles Dewitt JR who signed the 
estate papers of George Bruton Sr in 1815. (REF Barnwell Co Probate 
Records, Letters Admin Book A, p.203) She m. 1st George Bruton, Jr on 
1 

Feb 1816 (REF Bruton Bible - married by Baptist minister Charles 
Felder).

Feb 1849.) George Bruton Jr d. 13 Oct 1818, and Harriet m. Charles 
Dewitt.
